BEAVERS were the first dam- 
builders, cutting down trees, floating 
down the stream, adjusting them to their 
place, filling in the crevices and curving 
the line of the dam, so that it might 
most effectually resist the pressure of the 
current. Moles were the first tunnel- 
makers, anticipating St. Gothard and 
Mont Cenis perforations, and all without 
dynamite or steam. Ants were the first 
architects and masons; laying out vil- 
lages, compounding building material of 
sand and mud, erecting pillars, spanning 
them with arches, thatching the roof 
with straw, opening streets, throwing up 





barricades, bridges, walls, and doing 


most of the work in total darkness. 
Bees built the first warehouses, and thus 
far stand unrivalled in combining the 
greatest amount of strength with the 
greatest economy of space. They de- 


serve to hold the most honorable place, ’ 


both as geometricians and as patterns of 
industry. Itisto be deeply regretted 
they are not perfect in their morals, and 
are inclined to drunk whenever they 
have the opportunity.

The habit springs from the perplexities 
of family government, and needless den- 
ials, come to be the rule in the house- 
hold, largely because it is the quickest 
and easiest way to settle matters. Let 
not parents betoo sure of this. Noth- 
ing, according to our observation, has 
such a tendency to weaken just peren- 
tal authority as an indiscriminate, and, 
therefore, often unjust, use of the veto 
power. The difference between yes and 
no is often the difference between happi- 
ness and wretchedness, just as ¢ruly in 
the case of children as: that of their 
elders. And without relaxing in the 
least any needed restraint, or giving 
way the innocent inch that leads to the 
disastrous ell, we are sure there may 
wisely be more compliance and conces- 
sions in many homes.” 


Tue nose is one of the best judges for 
distsnguishing good tea, and how to pre- 
pare tea properly art teaches us. The 
addition of a few drops of lemon ‘juice, 
or ot any other vegetable acid, renders 
tea more exciting; and this custom pre- 
vails among poor Chinese and many 
Russians. In the East some drugs are 
put into tea to give it greater stimulat- 
ing qualities. It is said that a good soup 
of tea is one of the best ailments for 
those about to undertake fatiguing jour- 
neys in lofty mountains. Tea excites 
the movements of the heart less than 
coffee, is less hostile to sleep, and is less 
fit to sustain intellectual labor; but more 
than coffee it increases the eliminative 
activity of the skin and respiration. The 
addition of a few drops of generous wine 
can prevent the wakefulness which tea 
causes. More than everything, experi- 
ence indicates to anyone whether, from 
the state of his nerves, his brain, or his 
digestion, he ought to prefer tea or cof- 
fee. The excessive use of tea, especi- 
ally of green tea, produces obstinite 
wakefulness, nervous tremblings, con- 
vulsions, cramps of the stomach, palpita- 
tions of the heart, and so on. 


Manr persons drink ordinarily as lit- 
tle water as possible, and none at all at 
mealtimes, because they suppose that 
water dilutes the gastric juice. Experi- 
ments, however, show that dilution does 
not diminish the digestive power of the 
gastric juice, and further, that water 
alone as well as solid food, awakens its 
secretion. A paper read by a physician 
of Boston, at a meeting of a learned 
medical society, took the ground that 
water, used moderately at meals, is bene- 
ficial; and that a large class of persons 
drink too little. The result is, if tdo lit- 
tle water is drank—especially if the per- 
son eats heartily—the perspiration and 
the kidney secretion is diminished. Not 
only they, but the waste of the system, 
which can be removed only in a state of 
solution, is not eliminated with sufficient 
reguliarity and fulness, and the system 
becomes gradually clogged by it. The 
accumulation is slight from day to day, 
but in time unpleasant symptoms are de- 
veloped. These symptoms are of an in. 
definite character—discomfort, even 
pain, sometimes in one place and some- 
times in another, constipation, and un- 
healthy hue of the skin. “Patients,” 
said the doctor, “who drank no more 
than a pint of water a day, have told me 
that they were not thirsty, They were 
surprised when told to drink more.

tion in the course of a week have devs. 
loped thirst, and drank as many as three 
pints of water a day.” We may. add 
that water taken into the stomach is ag 
once ra absorbed by the blood ves. 
sels. A bowl of well-seasoned broth, as 
a first course, is specially helped to the 
above class of patients.

tity of ice-cold water is harmful to any 


one. 


THE investigations of the census men 
have led to some queer developments in 
the manufactories of New York and ad. 
joining cities. The largest single indus. 
try in New York is that of Custom made 
clothes, The making of paper patterns 
employs hundreds of hands, and, ten 
large houses being engaged in it, uses 
tons of paper. There are factories for 
making dried blood, the dummies that 
milliners use to show dresses on, theatri- 
cal armor and jewsharps, The use of 
adulterating substances is getting to be 
general. “Caslile soap,” is made of 
grease and terra alba, or white earth, 
and which earth is used largely in candy 
making. Glucose, which is corn stareh, 
is used heavily by the sugar refiners, 
There is a firm engaged in making 
honey and honey-comb.

Gallons and gallons of the 
best tomato catsup are made from the 
tomato skins which are purchased from

im one of these dresses the front of the skirt 
is covered higher than the knees with na-row 
pleated flouvoes, ailof brown satin; the polo- 
maise, of woolen materia!, opens over this 
ekirt, the tastening in front ending in a wide 
bow and ends of brow. satin; the back is 
Graped in a puff, and caughtup on the left 
side with a bow of brown satin. A cravat of 
eatin, tied on the chest, is slipped under the 
eoliar, and bows of brown satin are placed 
on the sleeves. All these bows have the ends 
tringed out two inches deep. 

The new woolen goods {for spring, which 
have recently appeared in the shops, show 
not only charming piain twills, or combina- 
mation of colors, but will be well adapted for 
summer costumes and tasteful draping, from 
their lightmess of texture, making them com- 
pete with the many varieties of cotton goods 
which during the last season encroached s0 
much on the popularity of woolen goods. 
There are lovely woolen matertais whicn will 
form the graceful clinging drapery now 80 
popular. 

Bayonnaise or camel's-hair barege, is one 
of these fabrics that has long been a fevorite 
im black tor ladies who dress in mourning; 
this is now shown in whivw, drab, French 
grey, pale blue, and other delicate shades, ior 
making the entire dress on a silk foundation. 
Nuns’ veiling and the fine French buntings, 
with many qualities of whet is called wool- 
muslin, are shows #gain in all the colors used 
last year, and in some new tintse—such as 
maise, arey, and olive. 

Among the new colors a great deal of mig- 
nonette-color is revived—a grey-green tint 
that contrasts prettily with many spades, and 
porcelain blue.
